POLLS WASHINGTON, Oct. 2.—Four leading straw-pollers announced 
their latest results almost simultaneously within the last few 
days substantially as follows:

Each of the four thus seems to indicate a different result. The 
Literary Digest suggests to the ordinary reader that Landon will prob- 
ably win. Dr. Daniel Starch, leader of a research organization, shows 
the outcome will hinge upon 8 per cent of the undecided vote. Dr. 
Gallup, organizer of the Institute of Public Opinion, hints a Roosevelt 
victory by a narrow margin. Fortune proves it is a Roosevelt landside. 
If you will look at the figures closely, you will also seg the Digest 
and Fortune are within one percentage point of being exactly opposite in 
their conclusions. 
And, if you average them all up, you will find the consensus fs: 


Roosevelt 49, Landon 46. 

TRUSTWORTHINESS~ Poll conductors will offer many worth- 
while reasons why a comparison of their 

current totals is unwarranted. But none of these explanations will help 

an average reader to find out definitely how the election is going. 

It is true the Digest poll covers only 31 states. As it is an exten- 
sive straw-ballot poll (750,000 ballots so far), its final verdict will not 
be ready until just before election. The other three are sample ballot 
systems. Dr. Gallup’s deductions are made from polling about 165,000 
persons weekly in all localities and classes, and Dr. Starch’s system is 
the same. Their deductions change from week to week. Fortune de- 
duces only one every three months and then only from polling 1,600 
persons, but its latest deduction is concurrent with the other three. 

Each deducer has arguments to prove his method is the most ac- 
curate. But the trouble is no one can find out who is wrong until after 
the election is over and the question becomes immaterial.

THREAT The question of how much of these straw polls is straw 
has stirred hot debate in parlor and office. Politicos and 
their experts are disturbed. 

Certain Democratic authorities, in fact, are promising under their 
breaths to have a bill outlawing. straw polls proposed at the next session 
of congress, even though most of the polls give an edge to President 
Roosevelt. These authorities do not question the sincerity or validity 
of the polls, but claim the early results are misleading, and hurt their 
game. 

The debate probably will never get to the point of passing a law.

creasing—when he landed on us with 


that statement, we were all amazed, 
'but, that was not the worst fact he 
revealed—he went on to say that these 


major crimes are being committed by 
young people between the ages of 17 
and 25 and that they compose today 
what we may call our “untouchables.” 
“They are a submerged group within 
the stream of life—water-soaked logs, 
floating beneath the surface,” said 
Mr. Miller. What are we to do with 
these millions of young people, already 
apprehended in major acts of lawless- 
ness? Should any of them be pa- 
roled? Should they all be kept in 
jail the rest of their lives? It is 
a tremendous question. 

At our present rate of increase in 
crime, more than one out of every 
30 boys and girls in school today will 
be numbered among the untouchables 
within a decade. The home, the 
church and the school must accept a 
severe indictment that such is the 
case.+ Can’t we band ourselves in a 


covenant of citizenship to prevent this 
increasing destruction of civilization?

| tients have taken more than 1,000,000 
|units of vitamin D daily for short 
periods before they began to improve, 
and in no instance has there been any 
serious ill effects such as we former- 
ly imagined might ensue from such 
heavy dosage of vitamin D. The phy- 
\sician adjusts the dosage to obviate 
(mild disturbances which may occur in 
|a few hypersensitive patients. All of 
the technical information in reference 
to this treatment is available to physi- 
cians everywhere, 

As it is impossible for a patient to 
take enough vitamin D in any natural 
form, it is necessary to employ syn- 
thetic vitamin D in this treatment. 
There are half a dozen high potency 
vitamin D preparations available, de- 
veloped by different processes, but all 
equally potent and all standardized by 
biological assay. As far as I know 
there is no reason to prefer any par- 
ticular high potency vitamin D prepar- 
ation, save only the price. There is a 
remarkable range in the cost of syn- 
thetic vitamin D per thousand units 
or per day. 

On theoretical ground physicians 
have feared the possibility of hyper- 
caleemia (too much calcium in blood 
and tissues), deposits of calcium in the 
organs, or elevation of bloéd pressure 
from ealification or hardening of the 
arteries, from excessive doses of yita- 
min D. Careful observation of a large 
number of patients who received these 
massive doses of vitamin D over pe- 
riods of months, with chemical and 
metabolic studies, have failed to show 
any such untoward effect. 

Patients tolerate the massive doses 
of vitamin D better, and get on better 
in any case, if they receive optimal 
daily rations of vitamin B in the form 
of wheat germ or dried yeast. 

Remember this treatment was dis- 
covered by chance, is not specific, re- 
quires supervision of the physician, 
and does not take the place of or in- 
terfere with other standard measures. 
We do not know as yet just how the 
improvement is brought about. But 
there it is. It’s the nation’s gamble.

Not even this record stood alone for 
long, however. Catcher Bill Dickey 
came th ough with a ninth-inuing hom- 
er, with two men on, that tied him 
with Lazzeri for the new record of five 
runs batted in during a single series 
game. 

Dickey’s smash ended the greatest 
ninth-inning scoring outburst in series 
history and helped put the Yankees 
far out in front of any previous run 
making records since the big leagues 
began to wage their World Series 
warfare 33 years ago. 

The Yankees themselves shared the 
previous record single-game total ol!

Eugene Gunby, the prosecut- 
ing attorney, added more laurels 
to ais crown of legal achieve- 
ments when he hurled. charge 
after charge against the defense- 
less Dr. Willingham, who, how- 
ever, was saved from the electric 
chair by the eleventh-hour pro- 
tection of one Dr. B. L. Shackle- 
ford, whose testimony proved 
that Miss Meador was a party to 
the agreement. — 


Judge Crawfard issued the fol- 
lowing charge: 


“Ladies and Gentlemen: You 
have heard the indictment in this 
case wherein the said Willingham 
has been charged with making va- 
rious and sundry promises upon 
falsé pretenses with no intention 
of carrying out same. You have 
heard the evidence given by the 
plaintiff and witnesses in an ef- 
fort to prove the allegations set 
ouf in the indictment. You have 
further heard the evidence pro- 
duced by the defense. You, are 
the sole judge as to whether or 
not the defendant is guilty of the 
charges brought. It is up to you 
to mete out the proper punish- 
ment. Our statutes. provide that 
nothing more or less than a term 
of ninety-nine years be given the 
deefndant herein, if he be found 
guilty of the offense with which 
he is accused. You will be asked 
to retire and make up your ver- 
dict, returning same to this court 
in writing, signed by the foreman 
of your jury. 

“If any one present knows of 
any additional information which 
would throw light on the facts 
submitted for and in behalf of the 
plaintiff and the defendant. the 
floor is now tendered you and vou 
are hereby requested to express 
yourself freely. As judge of this 
court | am going to take the lib- 
erty of calling on some of vou 
men and women who have been 
intimately associated with both of 
these parties over a period of 
years,” 

The jury retired for a min- 
ute and a half, returning its ver- 
dict to the judge, who read the 
following sentence: 

“Irving Willingham, you ‘have 
been found guilty of the charges 
brought against you. It is my duty 
to sentence you to ninety-nine 
vears of matrimonial bliss and 
happiness, accompanied with pros- 
perity and good health. May all 
of your troubles be littie ones. 
May the love you have for this 
woman be justly deemed the fun- 
damental principles that hold the 
universe together. May she recip- 
rocate in all of your interests, at- 
tention and love at least ten fold. 
As vou march down the stately 
corridor of time, may you’ look 
hack with only one regret and that 
is that the time has been short and 
fleeting. As an evidence of your 
genuine sincerity, | further re- 
guest you to embrace each other 
before this audience and that vou 
bestow upon your fiancee a kiss 
of love and affection, and may the 
Good Lord bless you always.” 

Witnesses in the personages 
of an attractive group of the 
vounger set were invited to the 
party by subpoenas issued by the 
hosts, with “prison — rations’ 
served at 7:30.

Vincent Lopez 
was intended by 
his parents for a 
career that was 
anything else but 
musical. They 
fLwanted to see 
their son in the « 
. robes of a priest, 
Vincent pez. even though they 
were willing to give him a good school- 
ing in the fundamentals of music. 


He dutifully consented to attend a 
seminary at Dunkirk, N. ¥., eating his 
heart out because there was no op- 
portunity at the school for musica] 
expression, and yet unwilling to dis- 
appoint his parents. Finally, the di- 
rector of the seminary, realizing that 
the boy’s future did not lie in the 
holy orders, explained matters at home 
and relieved Vincent of further re- 
ligious study. 

Study in business school resulted in 
Lopez’ becoming a speed demon at the 
typewriter. When the course was fin- 
ished he got a job as stenographer 
with a Brooklyn dairy company and 
began to say it with milk instead of 
music. Lopez soon discovered, how- 
ever willing he was to try, he simply 
couldn’t drown music in milk. so as 
a compromise, he took a sideline job 
in a roadhouse. At length, Lopez 
organized his first orchestra, a five- 
man band, and got a trial at the old 
Pekin restaurant on Broadwar. Later 
he and his band were engaged for the 
smartest grills and hotels and became 
the talk of the town because of his 
unusually nimble fingers. 

Lopez is one of the pioneer radio 
broadcasters. His danceable melodies 
have been heard over the air thou- 
sands of times during the past 14 
years. He put jazz on the air for the 
first time in February, 1922, over 
the old WJZ station, then in New- 
ark—and the rest is history.« 

Each week Gibbons and Lopez will 
present one of radio’s ‘‘old-timers,” in 
addition to one of the “big-name” 
stars of the entertainment world to- 
day. Giovanni Martinelli, Metropoli- 
tan opera tenor, and Henry Burbrig 
are scheduled to be heard on next 
Saturday's broadcast.
